fruii;. 11 —The tlowers are white witli a iaint rosy tinge. The pcdun- 
cles are not nearly so long :is thè T . npoi*' witli which it inight 
bv a hasty ghinee be confomided. It has been recorded bufere as 
found 011 thè ballast lieaps ot New York City in Unii. Torr. Boi. 
Club' VI. p. 350. A careful scardi in other loculities may resilit in 
its discovery.—Jos. F. James, Cincinnati. 

Àralia racemosa, L. — I bave lately found a specimen of ibis 
species which was so iarge as to deserve mention. There were tour 
stalks springing troni thè rout, two of tliem cauli ubonfc an in eh in 
diapieter ut thè base. The kirgest was six feet high and had some 
of thè top broken oh*. Tlie leaves were about three feet in length 
and thè leaflets very lar^e. Tlie frnithung ili clnsters troni 15 to 
18 inches in length, and thè brighi red of thè ripe berries nmde it 
a very attractive plant. The vigorons growth of thè plant was of 
special notiee. Gray gives no size for it, bnt Wood says its beiglit 
is troni three to tour feet, bnt in thè preselit plant, it must bave 
been between seven and eight before tlie top was broken oli'.—J. F. 
James, Cincinnati , 0. 

Notula? Exigum. — 1 should be glad if any botanists who 
possess my liandbook wonld maketlie necessary correction in regard 
to thè transmission of labels. The new ruling practically exdudes 
any label that onci would care to send out, and thè express compan- 
ies will thrive at tlie expense of thè Department. 

Your note on thè catalepsy of Pii y soste già Virgin lana should 
contain a reference to thè nianner of thè action. The flowers are 
made to assume tlieir definite position by friction of thè pedicels 
against thè subtending braets. Rem ove tlie braets and they at 
once fall limp. This was shown me by Prof. Goodale in ISTI). 

Among a lot of fresh growing plants sent me last spring by 
Mr. Joseph Jackson of Millbnry, Mass., I fine! a specimen of Tril¬ 
li uni ereditili with two vigorons fiowering stalks arising from thè 
sanie rootstock and with a common slieath of scales. 1 have a Cgp- 
ripedinm acaule in like condition. 

I found thè larches in Fruii coni a, N. H., badly injured by green 
lance which when tonched stood out from thè branches like tlie 
twigs,which in color they closely resembled. Prof. Packard informa 
me that they have also ravaged ili Maine.—W. W. Bailey, Bromi 
Unirersitg.
